lluniiinrs's Cholera Patients. 

Hambcro, Oct. 7. — There were .'11 fresh 
cuses of cholera and six deaths to-day. The 
burials numbered 121, or more than the 
daily average in ordinary times. In the 
hospitals 754 patients are under treatment. 

Outcome of the Olllrers' Itnro. 

Berlin, Oct. 7. — Count Starhemberg's 
horse, which was the winner of the long- 
distance raca, died last night in its stall. 
Its left hind leg was terribly swollen. To 
relieve the horse morphine was injected, 
but soon afterwards the horse died. 

Tennyson in (lie Abbey. 

London, Oct. 7. — The executor of Tenny- 
son's will is E. L. Craik of tho Mac- 
niltlan publishing house. Tennyson's body 
was removed to London to-day, and was 
placed in a catafalque in Westminster 
Abbey. 

Cholera Spreading: »t Bnda'l'esth. 

Bdda-Pestii, Ojt. 7.— Fifty. KRven frosh 
cases of cholera, and 'Jl deaths were teported 
yesterday. The disease is spreading rapidly 
and the people are becoming panicky. The 
exodus from Leiacurasse is increasing. 

Sculptor IToolncr Dead. 

London, Oct. /.--Thomas Woolncr, tho 
sculptor, is dead. Ho was dangerously ill 
some 10 days ago, but this week he had 
been supposed to b». rcce rarincr. Xojdav 
he was seized Budde'i.Iy with spasms, whioh 
soon ended in his death.

London, Oct. 7. — Joba Frederick Bridges, 
organist at Westminster Abbey, is compos- 
ing a special choral service to he sting at 
Tc nnyson's funeral.

Electrical Explosion. 

Berlin, Oct. 7. — An explosion in the 
electrical works in the LieceuBtrasae Lin 
Kingsberg to-day, wrecked the building and 
set tire to the ruins. Several workmen 
were injured severely, and two were killed 
outright. A tenement house next door 
caught lire near the ground floor. It burned 
with such rapidity that 12 of tho tenants 
saved their lives only by a miracle.

SUTHERLAND'S WILL. 

Bitter Conies! Over the Distribution of the 
Estate of the Late liukc. 

London, Oct. 7. — A bitter contest over 
p u t of the estate of the late Duke of 
Sutherland has begun, between the present 
duke and his step-mother, formerly Mrs. 
Blair. The son is known lo have 
resented from the first his father's 
union with thu widow and refused to 
recognize her. His father ejected him at 
her request from Tittensor House, near 
Tienthuni, in her favor. She took posses- 
sion at once, dismissed till thu old servants 
and maintained the reorganized establish- 
ment until the Duke's death. Then the 
step-son seized Tittensor House in her 
absence. lie replaced her now ser- 
vants with the old ones, and gave a care- 
taker charge of the estate. When tho 
Dowager Duchess returned, on Wednesday, 
the caretaker refused to let her enter. Sho 
made a scene at tho door, but tho caretaker 
remained firm and she left, declaring that 
sho would contest her husband's will. She 
says that her husband repeatedly told her 
that ho wished her to retain Tittensor 
House. 



YOUNG MEN'S INSTITUTE. 

Meeting of the Conncll Yesterday— Import- 
ant Business Transacted — A 
Benefit Fund. 

FRESNO, Oct. 7. — The council of the 
Young Men's Institute was called to order 
this morning at f). Among the new features 
adopted was the classification of members 
on a plan different from tho old 
one. Tho members classified ua here- 
tofore were known as active und honorary. 
Under the new arrangement the members 
will bo known as active, ussociate nnd 
honorary. Activu members will be en- 
titled to all tho benefits of the order. As- 
sociate members will nut bo entitled to par- 
ticipation in the sick benefits, nor in tho in- 
surance scheme, if ono should ho adopted. 
To tho honorary membership none will he- 
long except priests, und they must submit 

lo examinations similar to those of tho 
other applicants. Associate members are 

required to pay one half the 

fee required from active members. 
Tho chairman of tho Committee on Insur- 
ance read tho following s — "That they are 
in favor of the establish men t of u beneficiary 
fund for the put poBO of a burial fund and re- 
lief, us directed by the Grand Directors, re- 
commending that no burial allowance 
shall exceed £7.) for any active 
individual member, and that such allow- 
ance may be paid upon the recommendation 
of tho subordinate council, of which said 



TASTED liUSSiAN FIRE. 



The Victoria Schooner May Belle Has 
Her Foroeastlo Riddled 
With Shot. 

Friendly Fog- Saves Her From the 
Further Vengeance of the 
Russian. 



T. G. Kayner & Co.'s trim little sealing 
schooner, the May lielle, id command of 
Capt. Smith, returned home last evening 
with a total citch of S39 skins, of which 
324 were obtained on the Russian side. 
Capt. Smith gave particulars of his trip to 
the Colonist soon after his arrival. Said 
he : 

"I have not seen any vessels since I last 
took a look at a Russian man-of-war, in u 
fog off tho Copper Island coast. It was be- 
tween 1 1 and 12 o'clock in tho morning of 
August 29, and I was about to He too, being 
(if) or 70 miles to the north-east of Retiring 
Isle, when the fog lifted and I saw the Rus- 
sian cruiser within a very short distunco of 
tne. 

"On my starting off the Bred a shot across 
my bows. This excited my Indian crew, 
und they immediately loosened and hoisted 
till sail, and while I was contemplating to 
what direction I would sail, they fired again, 
this time tho charge penetrating the fore 
castle. 

"The fog by this time was again setting 
in very thick, luckily for me, and by a little 
strategy I managed to dodge her, sailing 
then direct for Clayoquot Sound. 

" From tho first until the twelfth of Sep- 
tember, I met some of the fiercest gales I 
ha\e ever encountered. In one, on Septem- 
ber 5, 1 had four canoes smashed in, hut the 
vessel otherwise came out safe. I arrived 
in Clayoquot Sound on the 'Jllth of the same 
month, and after landing all tho canoes 
there started for Victoria." 

Speaking of his treatment by the U. S. 
steamer Corwin in tho early part of the 
season, the captain continued : 

" When I went into Port Etches, I did not 
go in with the intent ion of binding my skins, 
merely for the purpose of having my schoon- 
er's bottom cleaned, and also for the pur- 
pose of getting a fresh water supply, and 
this I fully explained to the Corwin'sofficers. 
On arriving in at port a small boat's crew 
from the Corwin hoarded me and the officer 
in charge gave me orders not to hunt seal 
in the Hehring Sea. 

"After receiving this notification 1 told 
htm why 1 wanted to go In port, and he in- 
formed mo that if I wanted to make any 
explanation I should speak to another 
official on the Corwin. This I did 
by asking him if I could put the 
schooner on the beach and get some water, 
but this I was refused, and I was told if I 
was caught in port twenty-four hours from 
the time I dropped anchor, I would be 
seized. 

" I told him there was a little mutiny on 
board among my Indians, and, on further 
explaining, I was told that it made no dif- 
ference, it still being Ids intention to en- 
force the threat. I was then obliged to go 
to Sand Point for my water supply." 



A WARM WELCOME. 

Tito New Viceroy Received In the Host Hearty 
Manner in Dublin. 

Dfiu.lN, Oct. 7. — The appearance of 
tho new viceroy, Lord Houghton, at 
tho Gaiety theatre, this evening caused 
unprecedented f.cencs at the en- 
trance and within the auditorium. Tho 
crowds cheered the carriage as it drew up at 
the door. Hats, umbrellas and handkerchiefs 
were waved when the viceroy alighted, 
hundreds followed him into the theatre and 
cheered when he entered his box. The 
densely packed audience rose and cheered 
him for several minutes. As tho uproar 
subsided, somebody shouted : " Three 
cheers for Morley and Homo Rule ! " 
Tho men in the audience jumped on 
the seats, waving hals and handkerchiefs 
and shouting for live minutes. Then the 
orchestra played "God Save the Queen." 
Most persons in the house stood until the 
orchestra had finished and cheered again. 
Lord Houghton stood at tho front of his 
box, bowing und smiling. Ho was visibly 
affected by the cordiality of tho welcome. 
Lord Houghton has increased his popu- 
larity not a little since his re- 
cent arrival at Dublin Castlo by 
his attitude toward the Unionist Chamber 
of Commerce. That body prepared lo pre', 
sent to him an address, stating that " they 
are convinced that union is essential for the 
prosperity of trade, and expressing the hope 
that the Government will continue to ad- 
minister the laws with tho firmness needed 
to preserve to tho pcoplo a seuso of 
security." Without noticing tho obvious 
reflections on tho Gladstone cabinet. Lord 
Houghton answered the representatives of 
the Chamber to tho effect that, owing to 
the allusions In the address to controversial 
matturs of the highest political importance, 
ho must refuse to accept or consider it.

At the next meeting of the Grand Trunk 
Railway directofato tho Hoard will be 
asked to ratify the amalgamation of four 
teen lines of railway which have been re 
cently added to the Grand Truuk system.

Alderman Orr 
says if the papers make a scare out of this 
smallpox outbreak they will most certainly 
have Toronto quarantined by all the Ameri- 
can cities. "Let them give the public all 
tho facta, but not do more than that. It 
will be found that tho outbreak does uot 
amount to much anyway." 

A Baldwin liursary. 

Toronto, Oct. 7.— At Wycklifi'e College, 
last night, it was announced that to per- 
petuate tho name of Robert Baldwin, tho 
Baldw in family have decided to set apart 
the sum of $2,000 as a foundation for a mis- 
sion bursary.

Attempt to Uri ah Jail. 

Cornwall, Out., Oct. 7.— James Slavin, 
alias MeMuhon, who is awaiting trial for 
tho murder of Captain John R. Davey, made 
a desperate attempt to escape. When 
rations were being served to him by Gov- 
ernor McDonald und his nssisnuut, he 
struck the governor with an iron bur, in- 
dict ing, probably, fatal injuries, and then 
engaged in a desperate struggle with his 
assistant. Tho ttplso of the struggle at- 
tracted tho attention of the dau'ghtoi of tho 
governor, who summoned assistance, and

A Respected citizen. 

Montreal^ Oct. 7.— Tho death of Robert 
Anderson was announced last night. De- 
ceased was aged Go, and during tho past 50 
years lived in Montreal. Un was a well- 
known citizen, and led a busy and useful 
Hfe. Ho was father of R, J. Anderson of tho 
firm of Doyle & Anderson, tea merchants, of 
this city. He leaves two or thrfo sous. 
The funeral will take place on Sunday. 

The Qnebcc Knutc. 

QUEBEC, Oct. 7. — A sensation was creuteil 
last night in town by an artielo in 
L'Klccteur, that in view of tho establish- 
ment of the Canadian Pacific Rail way 'a 
Atlantic steamers, with Quebec as tho 
terminus, Americans will probably take thu 
Quebec route in preference to that by New 
York, in order to save 000 miles of dan- 
gerous und fatiguing navigation. Tho 
great American c impunies arc organizing 
to reach Quebec, and the New York Cen- 
tral is already at work in this direction, 
having now secured for the purpose tho 
Adirondack road, tho United Counties 
road, from St. John to Sore], I ho Drum- 
mond county line, and lustly, tho charter 
of the Great Eastern line, which will bring 
it to Levis, and upon all of which work in 
to be pushed with the greatest vigor at an 
early date. 

Wonld-Be Suicide. 

Winnipeg, Oot. 7.— A young girl cm- 
ployed in the hotel at Innesfuil, Alberta, 
attempted to commit suicide by taking a 
dosa of carbolic acid. Sho had beon inti- 
mate with a Mounted Policeman stationed 
there, and, being discovered in the intrigue, 
took poison. A doctor was called in timo 
to save her life. 

Muiic Sheriff, 
Winnipeg, Oct. 7.— Hon. D. McLean, 
late Provincial Secretary, has been up- 
pointed Sheriff for the Central Judicial 
District. 

Krrlous Railway Wreck. 

WlNNll'KO, Oct. 7.— A very serious wreck 
occurred cn Glenta' branch of the road, in 
which two men were fatally injured. Ono 
man was slightly injured and considerable 
rolling stock was destroyed. A bridgo wus 
burned out over a small stream by a prairie 
fire, and was not noticed by tho engineer 
until it was too late. Kngineer O'Donnell 
and Fireman Althorp were both badly in- 
jured, Althorpe being frightfully scalded.

WHERE IS MURPHY S 

lie Is Said to Be Wanted In .Seattle to Sqnaro 
Up His Accounts. 

Enquiries have been made in this city 
luring the last two or three days as to tho 
whereabouts of Joseph L. Murphy, a 
printer, who was at ono timo a resident of 
Victoria, and has lately been living in 
Seattle. The cause of the anxiety of tho 
Sound people to ascertain his location ia 
told In the following article from tho Seattle 
Telegraph : 

"Joseph L. Murphy, late president of tho 
Western Central labor union, has departed 
for parts unknown, being an embozy.'er, so 
it is claimed, of the union's funds to tho ex- 
tent of about i?l2,"i0. How much more ho 
may have taken will only be known after 
un expert has looked into his hooks and 
accounts. Murphy, if guilty— and there 
appears to be very damaging evidence 
ugaiust htm — is the more to bo censured 
from the fact that $100 of tho money which 
he is charged with appropriating to his own 
use wus contributed for the relief of the 
widows and orphans of the victims of the 
Roslyn mine disaster of somo months ago. 
The balance of the amount was a portion of 
the proceeds, so it is said, of the Labor Day 
celebration. 

"Murphy was last seen in this city a 
week ago Monday night. Since his de- 
parture ho was heard of at Portland, but 
bis pn sent whereabouts are unknown. In- 
formation lias been filed against him and a 
warrant issued for his arrest. Leading 
members of the Western Central Labor 
Union declare their intention of limiting 
Murphy down and prosecuting him to tho 
bitter end. It was stated yesterday thai) 
the matter of Murphy's peculations was 
brought up at Wednesday night's meeting 
of the Western Central, and as a result 
steps have been taken to cause his arrest. 

" Members of tho various labor organi- 
zations in this city were talking about 
the matter yesterday, and Murphy 
was roundly and bitterly denounced. 
Tho §H)0 was a part of tho 
SIUO contributed some weeks ngo by tho 
Pacific Coust council of trades und labor 
federations— for the benefit of the Roslyn 
sufferers. The sum was placed in Murphy's 
hands, he being at that time president of 
tho Western Central. His instructions 
wero to surrender tho money to Mr. Toklas, 
the treasurer, hut he only delivered about 
S'JOO of the amount. The balance, members 
of the union say, Murphy has probubly 
squandered. 

" President Armstrong, of the Western 
Central labor union, was seen yesterday re- 
lativo to tho matter. Mr. Armstrong said 
that tho Typographical and tho Western 
Central labor unions will use every endeavor 
to aid tho police in bringing Murphy back, 
to justice. 

" Murphy is well known, having been 
identified with typographical and' other- 
unions throughout tho country, and his 
arrest is only a question of timo. Ho is 
particularly well known on tho Pacifio 
coast where he has worked for a number of 
years past, 

"In personal appearance he is a man 
probably "1 years of age, about fivo fret 
eight inches tall, of slender build, weighing 
perhaps 135 pounds, has dark hair, blue 
eyes, dark brown mousticho and walks 
very erect. He usually dresses very neatly 
and is rather tidy in his appearance. So fur 
us known Murphyis not given much lo dissi- 
pation. He aspired to political prominence, 
and during tho past three or four months 
bad apparently been trimming his sails in 
that direction."

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THE INSOLVENCY LAW. 



A General Discussion as to Some Mncli 
Needed Improvement to Pro- 
tect Creditors. 



General Quarterly Sleeting of the B. C, 
Board of Trade— Other Busi- 
ness Transacted. 



Tho chief matter discussed at the- general 
quarterly meeting of tho 15. C. Board of 
Trnde, held yesterday afternoon, was the 
insolvency luw, the defects of which were 
enlarged upon by tho different speakers, 
with t ho result that uu ([fort will bo made 
to seo if some ror.iedy, at least, cannot be 
had by Provincial legislation. 

The subject was brought up by Mr. A. B. 
Gray, who moved tho following resolution : 

" Whereas, the law in forco in the 
province gives the first judgment creditors 
a first claim against the estato of debtors, 
and frequently to the eutiro exclusion of 
the claims of other creditors, and whereas, 
it is desirable that an equable distribution 
of insolvent estates be made ; 

"Therefore, bo it resolved: — That this 
board is of the opinion that in ease of tho 
insolvency of the debtor the execution 
creditor or creditors should rank upon his 
estato equally with other creditors whose 
claims are filed within .'!0 days from date of 
such prior judgment ; and further, 

" That in all cases where such debtor 
shall make an assignment within iiO days of 
such prior judgment, all monies levied upon 
an execution against tho property of such 
debtor shall be recoverable from said judg- 
ment creditor for the general benefit of tho 
debtor's estato, but tho costs incurred in 
obtaining such judgment shall be first paid; 

"That tho Hoards of Trade at Nanaimo, 
New Westminster and Vancouver, be asked 
to co-operato with this board in memorializ- 
ing tho Provincial Government to enact at 
the next session of legislature, a measure to 
givo effect to t!io foregoing.'' 

In support of his motion, Mr. Gray read 
from tho last annual report of tho 15. C. 
]5oard of Trade to show that the Council of 
lust year had, after going into the question, 
come to tho conclusion that some change in 
tho luw was necessary, and had therefore 
recommended the Council for tho next year 
to take whatever steps might be advisable, 
in order to effect any improvement possible 
within tho scope of Provincial legislation. 
He briefly reviewed the difficulties which 
had been encountered in the endeavor to 
obtain a general insolvency law for the 
Dominion, one which would bo satisfactory 
to all tho Provinces and placo all wholesale 
merchants upon an equitable basis as re- 
gards the division of the estato of an insol- 
vent. Tho Dominion Government had been 
repeatedly urged by the different Hoards of 
Trade in the Dominion to afford such Legis- 
lation, but so far, for Bomo reason or 
other, had not done so. Ho gave 
instances of the way in which, 
under existing conditions, tho wholesale 
merchants of the province were being mtxie 
to suffer while outsiders were frequently 
ablo to come in and carry ofT tho whole of 
the assets. The present motion, he explain- 
ed, would, if carried, lead to legislation 
which would bu in the interest of the buyers 
and the sellers alike. It might bs said that 
the relief asked for in the motion would be 
ultra rices the Provincial Legislature, but if 
so, then it would be well for the Board to 
know it from the Attorney-General, as if 
their efforts in this direction were futile 
they could then devote their attention to 
other plans of getting what was wanted. 

Mr. A. C. Fiunierfelt was afraid such leg- 
islation as was proposed would work a hard- 
ship on British Columbia wholesale mer- 
chants, who would have to keep within such a 
law while Eastern merchants would be pro- 
tected by other legislation. lie suggested 
that it would bo some improvement if it 
were possible to get a writ of attachment to 
stop all payment as soon as the debtor was 
iu difficulties, but even this would be open, 
in many cases, to abuses, as in many cases 
it would force men into insolvency when 
there was no need for that at all. 

Mr. .James Steen, president of the Win- 
nipeg Board of Trade, was then formally 
introduced to the members and invited by 
President Hall to muke a few remarks on 
the subject. After thanking the Hoard for 
his kindly reception, Mr. Steen went into 
what he c died "the vexed question of tho 
equitable distribution of an insolvent's 
estate," very freely. It was one of the 
questions, ho said, which had for years 
agitated the merchants and business men of 
Manitoba, and many efforts had been made 
to get some provincial legislation which 
would cover the question. The results had 
been anything but satisfactory, and tho 
present insolvency law of Manitoba was 
like tho fifth wheel on a wagon — neither 
ornamental nor useful. He advised that, 
instead of seeking moro legislation, the 
B. C. Board ol Trade should assist in secur- 
ing greater cohesion among the local mer- 
chants for their own self-protection. The 
experience of Manitoba, be said, had been 
that this was the only way tho merchants 
could protect themselves, and ho thought a 
like plan would work well here. 

A general discussion followed, Mr. Gray 
again speaking at length. 

Finally it was decided that tho best way 
to proceed would be to refer the question to 
a committee consisting of Messrs. A. I!. 
Gray, J. H. Todd and IS. A. McQuade, to 
discuss it with the Attorney-General, and 
report to the Hoard at a futuro meeting. 

The same committee was also empowered 
to deal with the following resolution : 

Moved by Mr. J. II. Todd, seconded by 
Mr. A. G. Flumerfelt, " That whereas 
tho present law permitting a witness to 
be summoned is open to abuse, be it re- 
solved that, in the opinion of this 
Hoard, in all cases where it appears to 
tho presiding judge at any trial or enquiry 
held in tho .Supreme Court or County Court, 
or by any judge of either of tho said courts, 
that a witness has been summoned before 
the Court without just cause or lawful ex- 
ciiBe, or that tho issue of service of such 
summons is an abuse of the process of the 
Court, such judge may award to such wit- 
ness, over and above tho fees to which he 
ia now by law entitled, such sum as he 
may think fit by way of compensation for 
the loss of timo and injury such witness has 
sustained by having been improperly sum- 
moned; Bticli sum to lie recovered and en- 
forced as a judgment according to the ordin- 
ary process of said Court." 

The following now members were elected: 
Messrs. 11. E. Connon, H. F. W. Bohnsen, 
Robert Irving, Walter Morris, \V. d. An- 
derson, J. B. Gordon, R. Robertson and 
Robert Bitten. 

President Hall reported verbally upon the 
presentation to the Northern Pacific steam- 
ship Victoria of a clock and statuettes, ac- 
companied by an address. 

Among tho communications wero two 
from the Quebec and VVinnideg Boards of 
Trade with respect to quarantine matters. 
They wero received and acknowledged, the 
Hoard heartily endorsing the memorials sent 
to the Dominion Government. 

Chief Dcasy's communication rc a fire 



boat was received, and while tho Board 
favored tho idea of a fire bout, they could 
not seo the practicability of usiug tho 
steamer Barle for the purpose. 

The Deputy Minister of Customs nc- 
knowdedged receipt, of enquiries from the 
Board of Trade rc duties on piuo and 
canned fruits entering Victoria, Australia, 
and said that no official information on tho 
subject had yet been received. 

President Hall reported tho receipt of the 
Imperial Institute year book, suggesting 
that u member of tho Board should bo- 
come a member of tho Institute in order to 
get a book each year. Tins matter was 
referred to the council. 

The meeting adjourned about 5.30 
o'clock.

SURFACE DRAINAGE. 



Just What It Menus, How It Is Secured 
and Why It is Neces- 
sary- 



Some General Information on the Sub- 
ject From Well-known Lo- 
cal Experts. 



In view of tho fact that a great many 
peoplo do not quite understand tho full 
meaning of tho expression "surface drains," 
it was thought well to got from sonic well 
known local experts a general explanation 
of the extent, purpose and construction of 
these important adjuncts to the sewerage of 
a city. 

W ith this dobiro in mind a Colonist re- 
porter asked Mr. Mohun a few questions, 
and received tho following answer : 

"A surface drain," said he, "means a 
drain for tho purpose of carrying oil' storm 
water. In this respect the ordinary street 
gutters would form a part of the surface 
drainage system. As to the depth of the 
drains, that altogether depends on the 
nature of tho ground. 'This may be such 
that the drains will be near the surface, or 
from 12 to 15 feet below it, but in all cases 
the drains are, of course, completely covered. 
These drains are usually constructed of rubble 
masonry or brick. As a ltile they are of 
very huge capacity, but hero the nature of 
the surface to be drained is such that the 
water can be collected and discharged through 
several outlets and on that account it will 
not be necessary to havo the main drains so 
largo. Surface drains are never for tho pur- 
pose of sewerage and have no house con- 
nection except perhaps for roof water. 

" I should say that in Victoria this sys- 
tem would bo divided into three portions, 
— the Work estate making one, the View 
street basin another, and the James Buy 
district the third. These, of course, are all 
inside the old city limits. 

" As the flow from the gutters is dis- 
charged through gully traps into the drain, 
the streets should be kept reasonably clean 
to insure tho successful working of the 
system. If this is not done the mud washed 
dowu by tho rain may impede, the drains 
and render frequent cleaning necessary." 

City Engineer Wilinot was also spoken 
to about the matter, and gave the following 
explanation : 

"In Bewering a city," said he, "there are 
always two things which must he consid- 
ered — the sewerage proper and the storm 
water. In a city like Victoria, whore the 
separate system has been adopted, the sew- 
erage is conducted to some point far enough 
away from the city to do no barm. If tho 
surface water was conducted along with this 
it would make a very large main sewer ne- 
cessary. 

"This would not be needed for more than 
a few months in the year and at other times 
the large outlay would be idle capital, (hi 
the other bund the storm water, which does 
no harm in the harbor, can be taken by the 
shortest route to the sou, instead of carry- 
ing it several miles out of tho way. The na- 
ture of the ground here is such that three main 
drains of much smaller size will do the work. 
These drains have no connection with the 
houses and are intended solely for the pur- 
pose of carrying off the surf ace or storm water. 
They may be made of a variety of material, 
but it is preferable to build them of brick 
when they are over four feet in diameter. 
They should always be of some lasting ma- 
terial, as repairs upon them are necessarily 
quite expensive, and it is wi ll to do the 
work thoroughly in the first place. 

" As to their depth, that varies with the 
requirements of tho ground. 'They are 
usually near the surface, but securely 
covered. There are places though in Vic- 
toria where they will he over fifteen feot 
below the surface, us, for instance, near 
Cook street there ia a ridge which must be 
cut through to maintain the level. 

"A careful reading of the by-law will 
give anyone a good idea of tho manner in 
which it is proposed to go ahead with the 
work in this city."

THE BY-LA FF& 

Tho ratepayers of the city will, on Tues- 
day next, be required to voto for two by- 
liws, ouo to empower tho Corporation to 
borrow $100,000 to construct surface drains, 
and tho other to ruiso $'25,000 for the im- 
provement and tho repair of streets, bridges 
and sidewalks. There can be no doubt that 
tho money >3 required for both purpose-. 
Tito city badly needs draining in several 
places. Thu health of the residents of 
houses that aro built on a damp, uudraiued 
soil can never be as ™od as it ought t • be. 
The exhalations from tho wet ground ato 
most unwholesome, and they penetrate 
everywhere. Stagnant water is the fruit- 
ful souroo of all kinds of malarial disease, 
nnd the ratepayers ought to know that it is 
b :tter to ho taxed for drains than to havo 
sickness continually in their houses and to 
he obliged to pay heavy doctors' bills. 

ITew towns are more favorably situated 
for draining purposes than Victoria. Much 
of the city is dry naturally, and those 
parts of it in which the water lodges can 
fa 3 made dry with comparative ease and at 
small expense. To drain off the storm 
water is not a very difficult business re- 
quiring for its accomplishment great engin- 
eering skill. A few drains and culverts 
and gutters can do the business effectively. 

An estimato of tho cost of tho work to be 
done is very properly inserted in the by- 
law. The ratepayer, therefore, can be 
himself a judge of tho necessity for eacli 
drain, and he will be able to conclude pretty- 
fairly whether the cost is excessive or not. 
Wo hope that the ratepayers will read the 
by-law carefully. It is to he regretted 
that means havo not been taken to place it 
in tho hands of eveiy civic elector. Adver- 
tising it in one paper does not accomplish 
this purpose. We think that tho City 
Council would find that a somewhat larger 
investment in printer's ink than some of its 
members seem inclined to make, would in 
tho long run be profitable Many rate- 
payers do not see the by-law and, there- 
fore, do not take the interest in its passage 
that they otherwise would. We trust that 
they will read thia drainage by-law care- 
fully, and no matter what their estimate of 
the business ability of the Mayor and some 
of tho Council may be, cast their ballots for 
it on Tuesday next. They should endeavor 
have the town day as well ua clean, and 
we aro not without hope, if tho electors do 
their duty at the next civic election, that 
that very desirable end will be accomplished 
before very long. 

That the streets and sidewalks of the city 
greatly need improvement it does not te- 
quiro a magnifying glass to sec. Twenty- 
live thousand dollura could easily be ex- 
pended on them without making them a bit 
too good for those citizens whoso apprecia- 
tion of comfort and decency is only moder- 
ate. Whether tho money, if it is granted, 
will be judiciously expended, it is for tho 
ratepayers to consider. For our own part, 
wo would run the risk of some of it being 
misapplied. Tho want of improvement is 
bo urgent and so glaring that it would be 
impossible to waste much of tho money on 
unnecessary work. 

It may be said that if tho Council had 
acted with anything like good sense, it 
would havo been able to get tho money 



iioeesaary to moot tho expenses of the 
Smallpox visitation some time ago, and that 
it would not now bo under the necessity of 
applying to the ratepayers for money to 
maintain a service tho expenses of which 
ought to be paid out of ordinary revenue. 
This ia quite true. Hut that mistake csn- 
not now be corrected, and wo do not think 
that tho citizens should bo punished for tho 
blundering and tho obstinacy of tho Mayor 
and some of the City Councillors. It should 
not bo forgotten that a by-law cannot pass 
unless three-fifths of the votes polled are in 
its favor. The law will bo lost if thero is 
only a baro majority in its favor. 

INTERESTING CORRESPONDENCE. 

The Times, in its last night's issue, de- 
Kcribcs a letter addressed by tho Premier 
to tho Board of Health. Why did not our 
contemporary publish the letter 80 that the 
public might be able to judge of its nature 
for themselves? In fact it would bo no 
harm to treat its readers to tho whole cor- 
respondence, for we understand there waa 
more than ono letter from the loader of tho 
Government. Ouo was to tho City Clerk 
asking what tho Council had done with re- 
apect to the Premier's letter to Alderman 
Styles, and enclosing a copy of a report 
to Govornment from tho Provincial 
Health Ofiicer, calling attention to certain 
sanitary requirements. Another letter was 
to tho Mayor, enclosing tho draft of a caso 
proposed to bo submitted to tho Supreme 
Court to test theeoustitutional validity of iho 
suggestions of the Government, which had 
been called in question by Mayor Heaven. 
The correspondence relates to subjects in 
winch the citizens of Victoria aro deeply 
interested, and they would, no doubt, rather 
seo tho letters themselves than tho Times' 
description of them. Thero may, too, bo 
persons in Victoria who have some curiosity 
to seo a letter which some members of tho 
Board of Health looked upon as "actually 
insulting." 

THE TIMES OX BRITISH RIGHTS. 

The tone of tho urliclo in the Loudon 
Times of the 20th ult. on the seizure of 
Itiitish sealing vessels in the North Pacific is all 
that could be desired. The Times is justly 
indignant at the unreasonableness and tho 
unlawfulness of the seizures, as well as at 
tho inhumane treatment of the crews of 
those vessels and thu unprincipled condrct 
of tho commander and tho officers of the 
Russian cruiser. 

Wo are glad to seo tho great organ of 
British public opinion expressing itself iu 
tueh plain and emphatic terms respecting 
the right of British vessels to trarerso tho 
high seas in any part of tho world. 

" This seizure, " it saye, " of vessels on the 
high seas and outside the area to which it ia 
now sought to apply peculiar regulations, is 
a defiance of international law and custom 
of so signal a kind that tho Canadians not 
inexcusably believe it to have been insti- 
gated from Si. Petersburg. They cannot 
conceive that any commander could without 
orders dare to trample so audaciously upon 
undoubted rights. Fcr our own part, wo 
find it easier to believe that wo have in this 
Do Levron an inhuman and almost irrespon- 
sible ruffian, than to suppose that the Rus- 
sian Government seeks to pick u quarrel 
with this country on the ocean. . . . 
But even if all details aro put aside, the 
broad fact that British vessels were 
seized on the high seas and carried olF to 
Petropavlovsk by a Russian ollicer, who 
avowed that one mile or a thousand from 
Russian coasts is all the samo to him, suf- 
fices to establish an incontestable claim to 
substantial reputation.'' 

It lias often beeu complained that the 
British public and the British Government 
look on when wrongs are inflicted on Queen 
Victoria's colonial subjects with indiffer- 
ence and aro slow in demanding reparation. 
This us far as the public is concerned, can- 
not be said in the present case, for the Lon- 
don Times expresses tho views and the feel- 
ings of the moat intelligent, and also, 
■.he most influential part of the 
British public. It in, therefore, hardly 
possihlo to overestimate tho value 
to those who have been injured by the Rus- 
sian outrages of this timely and forcible as- 
sertion of British rights on the high seas. 
That it will have an effect favorable to them 
on both the Government and the nation 
thero can be no doubt. 

The Dominion Government baa in thia 
matter acted with a Zeal and a prompitude 
that cannot bo too warmly commended. 
Tho Hon. .Mr. Tupper, Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, has shown that he hua tho 
interests of British Columbia sealers at 
heart and that ho will use every means 
within his reach to secure their rights and 
to havo justico done them whero they 
hove been subjected to unfair and illegal 
treatment. 

It is encouraging to sec that the means 
that have been used heio and elsewhere to 
make the wrongs suffered by our scalers 
known to the world have been au successful. 
Tho render will seo from tho Times' ar- 
ticle, which wo reproduco in another col- 
umn, that it must have derived its informa- 
tion respecting the Russian seizures directly 
or indirectly from tho full and accurate uc- 
count of them, published in these columns. 
We were quite sure that thut account would 
produce an effect favorable to the causo of 
tho sealers, uud wo havo not been disap- 
pointed.

ABSOUUTELY PPRE 
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AN ANGRY ALDERMAN. 

Alderman Lovell, wo see, is angry and 
grieved because wo suid tho financial affairs 
of the city aro in a muddle. Tho worthy 
alderman seems to think that by this we 
meant to convoy tho idea that Iho accounts 
of tho city wero not properly kept, that tho 
Treasurer and his clerks and tho Auditor 
did not do their duty well. Wo uover 
dreamt that thoro was anything irregular or 
improper about the city's bookkeeping. 
Tho clerical work connected with the city's 
finances has, wo havo no doubt, been done 
will enough. Tho muddlo haa been made 
by the head of tho Corporation, and not by 
its hands. 

Tho indignant alderman himself lays his 
hand, so to speak, on tho weak spot of the 
corporation's constitution when ho says: 
"Tho only trouble for thu city is that tho 
ratepayers did not choose to voto tho loan 
by-laws as asked, therefore tho proposed 
works and improvements cannot be carried 
on." Just so. Whoso fault was it that 
the by-laws wero rejected? Who is to 
blame that tho ratepayers have lost confi- 
dence in the Mayor and City Council ? Was 
not tho rejection of the by-laws the natural 
consequence of a scries of blunders 
on tho part of our civic rulers ? 
What cleir-hnadcd m in would submit 
at tho same time a by-law for health ex- 
penses that wero needed, and a by-law for 
a hospital that no one wanted? And who 
that expected to get tho money would have 
asked for a lump sum for a certain purpose 
after having obstinately refused to givo the 
items of which that lump sum was supposed 
to bo tho aggregate ? 

Tho whole business of tho submission of 
those by-laws was, from fust to last, a suc- 
cession of the most glaring blundors. Tho 
active members of the Council so muddled 
their work that failure was inevitable. And 
that muddle, as Mr. Lovell shows, brought 
on the financial muddle, out of which the 
Corporation is now trying to extricate it- 
self by getting power to borrow money that 
it could easily have obtained long ago if it 
possessed tho brain power, the want of 
which in our City Council a Vancouver con- 
temporary so feelingly deplores. 

THE CANADIAN WESTERN. 

As our readers have seen, Part I. of tho 
Act respecting tho Canadian Western Cen- 
tral Railway Company has been formally 
proclaimed to be in force. This shows that 
the practical work of the Canadian Western 
has commenced. The Company has now a 
legal standing, and is in a position to go on 
with tho work for which it was incorpor- 
ated. This long step being taken, it is cer- 
tain that others will soon follow, and that 
the Company will iu a very short time pro- 
coed to do all that their charter requires. 

We hope that by this time tho doubts of 
tho greater number of tho sceptics have 
been dissipated, and that thoy aro now con- 
vinced that the Canadian Western Railway 
Company is not tho shadowy creation of tho 
imagination of a few too sanguine enthusi- 
asts, but a substantial entity, which is pre- 
paring to do work of almost incalcul- 
able value to tho inhabitants of 
this province, present and future. 
The sceptics will, wo have no doubt, find as 
time progresses that in trying to throw eold 
water on this most beneficial enterprise and 
to undermine the faith of the public in its 
projectors, they were not showing their 
superiority to tho " vulgar herd," but wero 
demonstrating the unsoundness of their own 
judgment and their want of discernment. 
But they lmve done no harm and we would 
not be surprised to see some of them, before 
long, the ataunchest advocates of the road 
and the most enthusiastic admirers of its 
projectors. Having done so well so far, we 
are satisfied that the Company will more 
than justify the confidence placed in them 
by those who havo co-operated with thorn 
in advancing the enterprise to its present 
stago. They and all British Columbians 
are to bo congratulated on what haa been 
already achieved, end on the prospect which 
tho construction of the Canadian Westorn 
opens up for the whole province.

It is almost assured that 
bedrock prices have been reached, and it is 
to be hoped that such is the case, u3 the 
coiil producers' interests on the coast are 
suffering severely, the year thus far having 
been a disastrous one for every one engaged 
in the trade locally. Tho sales have been 
large, but profits have been small.

A large mop of British Columbia has just 
been issued by the Dominion Publishing Co., 
of Vancouver, and will prove a great con- 
venience, being quite up to date in all de- 
tails The map is six feet by seven, and 
being well printed ia (juitc ornamental as 
well as useful. Tho several districts into 
which the province is divided are plainly 
distinguished by a variety of color. All 
the railways, constructed or projected, are 
distinctly traced; every post office is plainly 
murked, und in short, all the information 
looked for in a map is easily to bo found 
there. As special features there are large 
number of zinc etchings illustrative of the 
several localities; and a useful variety of 
statistical mat ter, detailing the Government 
officials; the area of land, agricultural, graz- 
ing, and timber; the population, revenue, 
and a variety oi information respecting the 
manufacturing investment and output. As 
a crowning embellishment the map bears a 
finely executed copy of the Provincial- coat- 
of-arme.

HER CAREER CUT SHORT. 



Tlio "San Joso" Brought in Under Ar- 
rest as a Suspicious 
Craft. 



Her Record an Unsavory One, But 
Wholesome to Chinese 
Agents. 



For Bomo days past a fleet-looking schoon- 
er has been noticed off Suanich. Sho car- 
ried tho American flag at times, and, under 
certain circumstances, floated the British 
colors. Tho stranger anchored here, there 
and everywhere around tho coast, but never 
ventured within the harbor or registered. 
So suspicious were her movements that Col- 
lector Milue was given a hint, and with his 
usual energy he at once proceeded to in- 
vestigate. He had the name of the schooner, 
which was not unfamiliar to him, und this 
was sufficient to arouse his suspicions. 

A schooner named tho San Joso had been 
reported as having left Victoria, some couple 
of months ago, with 85 Chinamen on board, 
bound for the United States, but she had 
eleured out with her Mongolian cargo 
before the fact was known. Subsequent in- 
quiries prove that tho live stock were land- 
ed at Sancilito, near San Francisco, during 
the early hours of the morning, and mixing 
with the Chinese fishermen there, were 
readily transferred to San Francisco by the 
ferry. 

This was two months ago, and tho amount 
reaped by the captain and owner of the 
San Jose, one Allied Wyenrich, was $l2o 
per head— quite a nice little sum in the 
total. 

Inflated with his success, ho determined 
to prosecute the Chinese trade, and a few 
weeks afterwards stood out in tho Straits, 
oil' Saunich, and took ou board fifty China- 
men. Fearing suspicion at his former port 
of call, be landed his second cargo at the 
south side of San Quentin, away from the 
convict station, and from this point they 
were smuggled across to the mainland, and 
thenco to JS.ui Francisco by rail. 

The present deal had been almost per- 
fected when Collector Milne got in his 
work. The Collector bad known that the 
strango schooner was hovering about the 
coast, and her movements were, to say the 
leust, not honest. She did not enter harbor 
or report herself, although there were 
ample opportunities of doing so. Under 
the circumstances he resolved to investi- 
gate, und on Thursday morning sent out the 
tug Minnehaha, with a custom houso otlicer 
on board, to seize the craft. 

They found but one man on board, and 
his statement was that tho captain and the 
rest of the crew were ashore. 

Among the crew was a Chinaman, wdio 
wus a passenger on board, and who is well 
known in Victoria — especially among those 
wdio are ill the Chinese human Smuggling 
trade. He has been ashore for the past few 
days, and bail made arrangements for the 
shipment of fit) Mongolians. They were to 
have been driven out to Saanich to-night 
and there taken on board. But the seizure 
of the vessel destroyed the wdiolo arrange- 
ment, und ut a certain "merchant house" 
in Chinatown there was a very dull looking 
crowd last, evening, 

When Cupt. Wyenrich wus brought be- 
fore Collector Milne, yesterday, he stated 
that he was timber laden, and, significantly 
enough, bound for Rogue River. Ho had 
but a few tons of rough timber aboard — 
just enough for fuel, und when his papers 
were examined they showed that ho waa 
not entitled to be in thesu waters at all. 

The schooner was simply registered for 
" coast trade " in the American Customs, 
and could not, consequently, touch British 
ports. She was not " officially " reported 
here, although this is her third visit, and 
on each occasion she is said to have taken 
from port a human curgo, The present 
would have been her largest, and from ex- 
amination of the craft it is evident that her 
cargo was not to be mere lumber. 

The intended passengers on tho San Jose 
had contributed to a fund for their trans- 
portation, and a paper wus given to each 
which was to bo signed at the port of land- 
ing, upon the production of wdiich the 
master of the schooner was to receive $'_',") 
per head. 

The reward was as big OS waa the risk he 
ran, but Capt. Wyenrich having "been there 
before," thought he might manage affairs 
successfully on this occasion. The poor 
Chinamen are in a state of grief, hut their 
"ticket agent" is bound to refund the- 
inoney or fulfil his contract. He will at- 
tempt the latter, no doubt, and a big smug- 
gling deal ia consequently on the boards. 

The San ,J se was formerly in the sealing 
trade, and subsequently waa engaged in 
currying lumber, but, her owners aspired to 
a more rapid fortune — §25 per stump for 
Chinamen was better than 25 cents per 
cubic yard for lumber. They have, in the 
past, done a very lucrative trade in Chinese 
goods from this port. 

The line for "entering a place other than 
a port of entry," is $800, and unless this be 
paid within 30 days the Sun Jose will be 
sold by auction. Of course the line will be 
paid.

He has also published "Hellas, Her 
Monuments and Scenery," and several 
essays, among them one on the character of 
Abraham Lincoln, and one on ' Liberal Edu- 
cation*" 

Catholic Province of Orrgon.

J. Glorieux, of Boise City, Idaho, and Right 
Rev. J. N. Lemmenj, of Victoria, li. C. 
The most important subjects under discus- 
sion were the school and Indian question, 
which will be brought before a meeting of 
all the Archbishops of the United States oi 
November 10 next, presided over by Arch 
bishop Satolli, apostolic delegate. All the 
work clone at tlie meeting was with a view 
to the advancement of the Catholic faith. 

Oregon Salmon Ran, 

MjUISHFIKLD, Or., Get. 7.— The run of 
salmon ia larger that for many years. Th 
Ccquille and Umpqua canneries are running 
day and night; and arc unable to handle the 
fish. CaDiierymen have been compelled to 
limit fishermen in their catch. 

At Ilic Worlil'H Fnlr. 

Paris, Oct. 7. — M. .Saint Saons, the 
French composer, lias accepted Theodore 
Thomas' invitation to act on the jury for 
musical compositions at the Chicago exposi 
tion. Count Felix de Verille Froy, the ani 
mal painter and secretary of the Champs 
Klysees saloon, will go "to Chicago as thu 
representative of the minister of tine arts. 

Catholics In Uganda. 

Paris, Oct. 0.— The board of French 
African missions publishes a letter from 
Ilishop Hirth, head of the French Catholic 
missions in Uganda. The bishop fays the 
position of the Catholic missionaries in the 
Victoria Nyanza district is to them heart 
rending. The persecutions against them 
are as violent as ever, in spite ot the treaties 
made in April. Thousands of Catholics, the 
Bishop adds, are destined to die or have 
already been killed. The British are trying 
to protect them, but confess that they are 
powerless. 

Chilian Onnno Beds. 

Lor don, Oct. 7.— A despatch from San- 
tiago to the Times, Bays that new arrange- 
ments between Chili and Peru settle the 
differences between Chili and the Peruvian 
corporation. According to the conditions 
the guano beds ceded to Peru by Chili, in 
1800" will bo given to the corporation. 
The corporation will also get jCUUtJ.OOO at 
4.'i per cent.; Chilian bonds, in payment for 
80 per cent, being given by the protocol of 
1880, and account for the guano 
sales since made. As to the money_ in the 
Bank of England, the protocol provides for 
arbitration, The new agreement will be 
laid before the Chilian Congress shortly. 

Church Con«rc»» Interrupted. 

Loudon, Oct. 7.— At the Church Congress 
in the Dover town hall, Major Edwards, re- 
cent labor candidate for Parliament, rose 
between the opening prayer and the Bishop 
of Manchester's address on theosophy anil 
began singing loudly, "Ta-ra-ra-boom-de- 
ay." Several clergymen tried to pull him 
into bis seat and quiet him, but he hung to 
a pillar and sang on. Two constables were 
called and they ejected him. 

Returned From llic Pamirs, 

St. Petersburg, Get. 7. — The Russian 

Pamirs expedition, under command of Col. 
Yanofif, has returned to Ferghana in Turk- 
estan. 

Horc DynamMe. 

Homestead, Pa., Get. 7.— At two this 
morning an attempt was made to blow up 
the Mansion boarding house, in which be- 
tween 40 and 50 non-union men were sleep- 
ing. Dynamite bombs were thrown into 
the store room on the first Mat. They ex- 
ploded, breaking through the floor and 
ceilings and smashing every window in the 
house. There is no clue to the perpetrators. 
No one was seriously injured. 

Fowderly Endorses General Wrnvcr. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 7.— The Post, to day, 
prints a letter from T. V. Powderly, Grand 
Master Workman of the Knights of Labor, 
in which he suys that he believes one million 
workiogroen would bo ready to hang him 
for being a traitor if he did not vote for 
Weaver. He believes they would be right, 
und he should be hanged for not voting for 
Weaver provided his vote decided the Con- 
gress. Ho said each workingman who will 
not vote for Weaver should be rewarded in 
the sumo light. 

Bradstrcet's Trade Review. 

Nf.w York, Oct. 7.— In the Provinco of 
(Quebec the leading varieties of farm product 
aro in only moderate demand, but, in spite 
of thin, mercantile collections aro fairly 
prompt. Toronto advices are that the dis- 
tribution of staples has improved somewhat, 
but even there, the demand for farm pro- 
ducts is not active, wheat bringing about 
65 cents. The bank clearings at Halifax, 

Montreal and Toronto, aggregate §24, 392, • 
000 thiH week, an extraordinarily heavy 
total, it Being 36 percent, more than last 
week and 24 per cent, than in the first 



week in October of 1801. There were 30 
business failures reported from the Cana- 
dian Dominion this weak. The total was 
22 last week, and ono year ago it wus 38. 

A l.«ng rtlftdincc Train?, 

Chicago, Oct. 0. — Major Joseph Magone, 
who started from Oregon last July to walk 
to this city, distance 2,500 miles, arrived 
hero Tuesday. Ho is S3 years old und with 
the exception of swimming a river in Oregon 
on a mule's back, ho has walked every step 
and is in good condition. He says he 
greatly enjoyed the long tramp. He comes 
to Chicago to attend the dedicatory exer- 
cises of the Columbian Exposition. 

Owning an Aerolite 

Dim Moines, Oct. 7. -On May 2, 1890, an 
aerolite weighing GO pounds fell on the land 
of John Owddard in Winnebago county. 
Peter Hoagland dug it up and conveyed it 
to his bouse and sold it to H. V. Winuhell 
for $105. Goddard claimed that the meteor 
was his, as it fell on his land. Hoagland 
claimed it as he discovered it first and it 
fell from heaven. The matter resulted in a 
suit, The court held that the stone became 
part of tho soil on which it fell and that 
Hoagland had no right to remove it. The 
defence claimed that whatever was movable 
and found on the surface of the earth un- 
claimed by any owner was supposed to be 
abandoned by the proprietor. The supremo 
court lias just ruled t hat this stone was in 
the earth and practically unmoved and was 
placed there by nature ; that it was a otono 
included generally under the property to be 
claimed. Tho ease is uniu.no with no es- 
tablished precedent. 

THE RUSSIAN SEIZURES. 

(London Times, Sent. 20.) 
Happily it is not often that we have to 
lay before our readers a story of such un- 
provoked aggression upon British subjects 
as that related yesterday by our Ottawa 
correspondent, Three British Bealing ves- 
sels, together with one American, have been 
seized by Russian cruisers on the high sens 
and carried as prizes to Petropavlovsk, 
while their crews iiavo been treated with a 
degree of brutality which would be entirely 
inexcusablo even if tho vessels bad been 
poaching in Russian waters. The Canadian 
Government has been furnished with 
detailed statements concerning each 
particular case, which will come in 
due course before the Foreign Office. 
For general purposes, however, the story of 
suffering is substantially the same for all 
three ships, and is of so extraordinary a 
kind as to be almost incredible. The mas- 
ters of these ships were warned before leav- 
ing Victoria that they were on no account 
to enter that portion of the North Pacific, 
jurisdiction over which is now tho subject 
of an international arbitration. At the 
same time they were reminded of the 
recognized maritime rule forbidding them 
to cuter the territorial watera surrounding 
Russian islands or washing Russian coasts. 
It is affirmed in the most unqualified 
manner on behalf of all three tint 
they neither were at the time of 
capture nor had previously been in any 
of the waters from which they were thus 
excluded. All were sealing on the high sens, 
from 20 to 50 miies away from the nearest 
Russian land, when they were seized by the 
Russian cruiser Zabihka, or by the Russian 
Fur Company's steamer Kotik. As this 
steamer had the Governor of Behring Island 
on board when it seized the Rosie Olsen, 
aud as the ship and crew were subsequently 
handed over to the commander of the Z.ibi- 
aka, it is hardly worth while to discrimin- 
ate between the cruiser and the steamer. In 
all cases the treatment was the same. The 
crews of the British vessels were transferred 
to their captor, and the vessels themselves 
were put in charge of a prize crow, by whom 
they were brouglit to the Russian port. 

That is tho story in its simplest form, 
without any of the circumstances of aggra- 
vation which apparently abounded, but 
which may, perhaps, have lost nothing in 
the narration. We see no reason, however, 
to doubt that, with moderate allowance for 
the coloring natural to men treated with 
gross injustice and indignity, we may ac- 
cept the details of the treatment accorded 
to the crews as substantially accurate. The 
initial outrage was of so daring a descrip- 
tion as to destroy all ordinary presumption 
in favor of the good sense or good feeling of 
the Russian commander. After being treated 
on board the cruiser like common malefac- 
tors or political offenders, the masters and 
crews of the three vessels were landed at 
Petropavlovsk without money, without 
clothes, without food or property of any 
kind, and told to shift for themselves. They 
had no money, because sailors going on a 
scaling expedition have no u«e for money 
and do not carry it. They had no clothes 
or personal properly except what chanced 
to be on their persons when they were 
seized, because the Russians, officers and 
men alike, had taken the liberty of appro- 
priating everything that they fancied. Fin- 
ally, the unfortunates had neither food nor 
cooking utensils, because, whether out of 
sheer barbarity or for the sake of what the 
stores would fetch, the Russian commander 
refused to allow them to take any with 
then:. They were landed absolutely des- 
titute in a filthy aud decayed Rus- 
sian village, whore, after great exertions, 
they obtained from the authorities permis- 
sion to huddle into the back premises of 
the gaol. Russian gaols at the best are 
notoriously unclean, but tho imagination 
Btaggers under the effort to realize the con- 
dition of the "back premises" of a Russian 
gaol in Petropavlovsk. Into this noisome 
den, eighteen feet by ten, the crews of two 
ships were crowded. Tho crew of a third 
would have been added but that their 
accommodation was a physical impossibility, 
and another holo eleven feet squaro ulti- 
mately received them and the crew 
of the fourth vessel, to tlio number 
of twenty-one. For food, such as the 
place afforded, all these wretched men 
were indebted to tho humanity of Mr. 
Malovausky, a storekeeper, or rather the 
storekeeper of the place, and his manager, 
Mr, Lindquist. Mr. Malovausky was on 
board the Kotik when the Rosie Olsen was 
seized, and obtained better treatment for 
the crew than they could have hoped for 
from the commander of the Zabiaka. He 
afterwards was instrumental in procuring 
for the prisoners such poor shelter as they 
obtained, as well as in saving them, at his 
own charge, from actual starvation. When 
at length they were allowed to depart in 
the Majestic for a British port, it was upon 
extortionate terms, in which there is every 
reason to believe that Do Levron, the cap- 
tain of the Zabiaka, bad a pecuniary inter- 
est. 

This seizure of vessels on tho high seas, 
and outside of tho area to which it is now 
sought to apply peculiar regulations, is a 
defiance of international law and custom of 
so signal a kind that the Canadians not 
inexcusably believe it to have been insti- 
gated from St. Petersburg. They cannot 
conceive that any commander could, with- 
out orders, dare to trample so audaciously 
upon undoubted riglrt's. For our own part, 
we find it. easier to believe that we have in 
this l)e Levron an inhuman and almost 
irresponsible ruffian, than to suppose 
that the Russian Government seeks to 
pick a quarrel with this country 



on tho ocean. They know bettor 
at St. Petersburg how to utilize their 
poworB of annoyance than to begin hostili- 
ties with acts of official piracy iu the North 
Pacific All the same, it will be necessary 
to make firm representations on the subject 
to tho Russian Foreign Office. Twisting 
tho tail ot the British lion is a favorite 
amusement everywhere, and, if wo tolerate 
the insolonce of this crazy commander, it 
will not bo thought necessary at St. Peters- 
burg to call him to order. Apology is due 
for the inault to our flag, and indemnity for 
tho Buffering and loss inflicted upon men 
whom we aro bound to protect. 
Tho food may havo been a shade better 
than it is described, and tho general 
treatment of the prisoners a degree iess in- 
human. But, even if all details aro put 
aside, tho broad fact that British vessels 
wero seized on tho high seas and carried off 
to Petropavlovsk by a Russian officer, who 
avowed that ono mile or a thousand from 
Russian coasts ia all the same to him, suf- 
fices to establish an incontestible claim to 
substantial reparation. About that fact 
there cannot be any doubt, notwithstanding 
tho admissions to the contrary forced by Do 
Levron from his prisoners under threat of 
transportation to Siberian mines.

A BY-LAW 

To provide for tho assessment of Real Pro- 
perty benefited by Local Improve- 
ments. 



Whereas it is provided in tho Municipal Act 
of 1802 that tho Council of a city municipality 
may pass by-laws for assessing real property 
bonolited by certain classes of local improve- 
ments ; 

And whereas it ia expedient that tho provi- 
sions of said Act in respecc to such local im- 
provements should 'bo applied to tho city of 
Victoria: 

Therefore, tho Municipal Cour.sil of tho Cor- 
poral ion of I he said city enacts as follows: 

1. The cost of constructing the worksand im- 
provements niontioned iu soolion VTA of the 
illmiicipal Act 1H12 and the subsections thereof 
shall bo assessed, levied and collected by 
means of a special rate for local improvements 
upor tho real property booeflted thereby. 

2. The said Municipal Council may by reso- 
lution determine and specify what work or im- 
provemonts it is desirable to have carried out. 

X On the passage of such resolution, and 
after it shall have been entered in the minutes 
of the Council, copies thereof shall bo trans- 
mitted by tho Clork to the City Engineer and 
Oil y Assessor. 

•1. On the receipt by tho City Engineer of a 
copy of the suiil resolution, il shall bo bis duty 
to .proceed at once to ascertain tho said woiks 
or improvements and to make, and certify as 
correct, a plan and description thereof, and 
to make an estimate of the expenses or 
cost t hereof, and to ascertain, determine and 
show en said plan what real pro- 
perty will bi> immediately benefited 
by tho proposed improvements, and the 
City Engineer and City Assessor shall 
after such plan has been made, and cortlfled, 
conjointly asoortaln and dotermlnotbo propor- 
tions in which the assessment ia to bo made on 
tho various portions of the real property so 
benefited, and shall make a joint report of all 
such matters to the said Council, which report, 
when approved of and adopted by the saiu 
Council, shall be entered by the City Clerk In a 
book to be kept fur that purpose, to bo called 
the "Local Improvement Book," and a copy of 
tho plan aforesaid shall bo made by tho said 
Knglneor und illcd In tho ofllcj of the City 
Clerk, 

b. Tho said report of the City Engineer and 
Assessor shall state; 

(«) What real property will ho immediately 
benefited by the proposed Improvements, 

(6) The probable lifetime of tho improve- 
ments. 

(c) An estimate of the probable cost of tho 
proposed improvementsand tho amount thereof 
which will be assessed against, the property im- 
mediately benefltod. 

i<l) The proportions in which tho assessment 
is to bo made on the various portions of tho real 
property so benefited. 

li. IL shall be thu duty of the .Sanitary or Sew- 
erage Kngineor. when so authorized by a 
resolution of tho Council to perform tho 
duties set foi tli in this by-law as being required 
of tho City Engineer. 

7. In ascertaining and determining tho cost 
of laying, milking, enlarging, or constructing or 
prolonging any common sewer, tho said 
City Engineer and Assessor shall estimate the 
cost of the construction of branch sewers 
to tho line cf tho street and include 
the cost of such branch Bowers in 
estimat ing t he assessment for such .-ewers, or 
common sewers and reporting to the Council 
thereon. 

S. In any caso where in order to afford an 
outlet for tho sewerage and drainage of real 
property other than that fronting or abutting 
upon a street, in which a sewer is or is proposed 
to bo hereafter coi struct cd such sower shall bo 
tonsil in led of a larger capacity than that 
which is, in the opinion of tho said City Engin- 
eer and Assessor, icqulrcd fur the ofilciont 
seworage and drainage of tho leal property 
from i ng or abutting upon i be si reel, then and in 
every case I he said v'ily Engineer and Assessor 
shall estimate, determine and report to the 
Council what amount of special assessment 
should in their opinion be imposed on tho ot her 
real property benefltod by the construction of 
such sower or drain. 

9. When a vacant space intervenes between 
the line of a street and a budding into which or 
under w hich a sewer pipe Is to be taken, the 
said City Engineer and Assessor shall ascertain, 
eat i mate, determine and report as aforesaid the 
cost of living the sewer pipe across such vacant 
space and under such building, and shall assess 
the cost of the same against such real properly 
so to l.e connected with such sewer. 

10. In all oases where a main sewer is or shall 
be laid ill any street, or through any lot or lard, 
tho said City Engineer and Assessor shall 
ancortuin and determine tho cost per foot 
frontage of such main sewer upon the lots (ex- 
cept corner lotsi on each side of the portion of 
tho said street or on the lands on each Bide 
of said Bower in which or through which t he said 
sewer shall from time to linio belaid. Incase 
any of such lots aro corner lots, tho assessment 
shall be one-half ' ho said rates, and the said en- 
gineer and assessor shall so report. 

11. When ttio Local Improvement shall con- 
sist of tho opening, widening, prolonging, con- 
structing, or altering macadamizing, grading, 
levelling, paving, or planking any street, lane, 
alley, public way ur place or any sidewalk, or 
any bridge forming part of a highway therein, 
or curbing, sodding, planting any street, lane, 
alley, square or other public place, or recon- 
structing or constructing any work by statute 
provided for, the said City Kngineor and As- 
sessor shall, except as piovided for in section 
11 of this By-Law, ascertain and determine the 
cost, of such Improvement or work per foot 
fronting of all real property fronting or abut 
ting upon the street or place w herein or where- 
on such improvement or work is proposed lobe 
made or done. 

12. In case when it is tho duty of tho En- 
gineer and Assessor to nsci rlalnand dotormine 
tho proportion of assessment lorlocal improve- 
ments, woiksnnd services on corner lous, tri- 
angular or oilier ii regular shaped nieces of 
land situated at tho intersections or junctions 
of s'reets. I ho said Engineer and Assessor shall 
recoinmo d what in their opinion would be 
mi equitable mode of assessment, by 
ha\ ing due legant lo the situation, value and 
Buperllcial area of such lots as compared with 
adj. lining lots and pieces of land accessible for 
Buch Improvements, works and services, anel 
may charge or assess the amount of any allow, 
ance made on any Buch lot or piece of land or t ho 
other real property fronting on the improve- 
ments or assume; I ho B&mo as a portion of the 
municipality's share of tho improvements as 
may seem equitable and just. 

13. In ascertaining and determining tho 
assessment to be made on lands on either side 
of a stieet, lano or alley, which aro from any 
cause: unlit for building purposes as compared 
wiib the building lots fronting on said street, 
lane or alley, the said Engineer and Assessor 
shall, in all cases, determine in what proportion 
the assessment for any local Improvement shall 
bo borne by the lands on each side of such 
street, lane or alley. 

II. When the local improvement shall eon 
slat of tho construction or repair uf any bridge 
or culvert on any street, lane o a. ey fur the 
opening up or extending of nnj s roe', lane or 
alley fur the more imiiicdiat e c .iiveeienco or 
benefit of any locality, and if from any cause; it 
shall seem to the: said Engineer and Assessor 
Inequitable to charge tho whole of the cost of 
improvement on the lands fronting thereon the 
said Engineer and Assessor shall roporl and 
recommend as to what lands are bonolited by 
such vvoi ksor improvements and tho proportion 
in which tho cost thereof shall be assessed 
against the land so bonollto 1. 

15, As soon as t lie report, of tho City Engineer 
and Assessor shall have been received and 
tho report of any amendment thereof hhall 
have beon adopted by tho Council and entered 
by tho Clerk iu the Local Improvement Hook as 
aforesaid, tho Clerk shall, save as pro- 
vided In tho following section, cause tho saiei 
report, or a necessary part i hereof, or any other 
BUlllciont notice describing tho nature of the 
proposed improvement anil the assessment 
proposed to he levied therefor, to be Inserted in 
at least one newspaper published in the munici- 
pality for a period of fifteen days. 

10. No such published notice as aforesaid 
shall bo given when the proposed improvement 
consists of Ihe construct ion uf branch sewers lo 
connect any real property with a common 
sewer, or connecting any building with a 
branch sewer, or making necessary house 
or building connections with such sower, or of 
laying a sewer pipe across any vacant space 
and linden- any building when such vacant, 
space intervenes between a line of a street ami 
such building. In all such cases the cost of the 
same shall be payabloand paid by the owner of 
such real property so connected with the 
sewer, and shall bo a charge upon such real 
property, and if any damage bo done to t his 
portion of tho sewer or its conneo 
lions or its fittings either by neglect, 
or otherwise, tho cost of the name shall bo 
paid by tho owner of the real property, and 
shall bo ohargod as aforesaid, whenever the; 
Council authorize and havo made tho repairs 
to the same, 

17. If within such period of fifteen days, ns 
aforesaid, any petition is presented against, any 
iniprovcinenl orasse.-sniont of wbie'h notie'cbas 
been duly advortlsod, as provided, it shall be 
the duty of the Asses-or to ascertain and Mil- 
ally determine in accordance with Sub-sootion 
20, of Section 273, of tho Municipal Act, 1892, 
and report to tho council whether the 
said potillon is signed by a majority of 
the owners of Bueh real property, represent- 
ing nt least one-hall in value of said real pro-

porty andtoeortlfy his finding upon tho said 
petition, and to report thu Hamo to tho Council. 

18. Should such petition as aforesaid not bo 
presented to tho Council, or should the Assessor 
certify on any petition that may havo been 
presented that said petition is not signed by a 
majority of the owners of such real property as 
may bo affected by the proposed improvements, 
and representing one-half in value of such 
property, then and In each caso tho Council 
shall proceed with the proposed improvements 
under such terms anel conditions as to tho pay- 
inont of tho cost of such improvement as tho 
Council may by by law v that behalf regulate 
and determine. 

29. Section I of tho Strcot By-Law Is horoby 
amended by striking out tho wonls " graded 
constructed" in tho first lino thereof. 

20 Any by-law or by-laws conialring any 
provision or provisions which may ho. or which 
are inconsistent with or repugnant to the pro- 
visions of this bylaw is aud are hoieby re- 
ponied in so far only as tho Bameareso incon- 
sistent or repugnant, but not. otherwise so as 
that full force and effect shall bt> given to the 
provisions of this By-Law.

For the levying of a rate upon land and 
upon improvements. 

WHKREA8, tho Council aro empowered by 
the Municipal Act Ib'.l'i to se tie. impose anil 
levy rales and taxes upon land and upon Im- 
provements within tho Municipality, subject 
to the exemptions therein set forth; and to 
make, alter and repeal by-laws for raising a 
municipal revenue by taxes or rates upon land 
and upon Improvements, and In each year to 
pass a by-law f./f levying a rale or rales on all 
tho land and improvements upon the assess- 
ment roll.

Respecting the expenditure of the Munici- 
pal Revenue for the year 181)2. 



WHEREAS it; Is expedient to provide an 
aililition.il sum of money to meet Ihe re- 
quirements of the Hoard of Health; Bo it 
thoioforo enacted by the Council of the Cor- 
poration of I be I it y of Victoi ia as follows : 

1. In addition to the amounts author- 
ized by the Estimates by-law, 1892. and the 
Supplementary Estimates By-law, 18U2, for the 
purposeof the Board of Health; it shall be 
lawful to pay out of corporate funds such sums 
of money not. however, exceeding additionally 
in the aggregate tho sum of thirty live thou- 
sand dollars, as may be authorized from time 
to time by resolution of the Council of tho Cor- 
poral ion for expenses in conniclion with the;

MITCHELL, TUB "PUG," 

Convicted of n Savage Assault on an Old Man 
— Abusing tho Court. 

London, Oct. 7— Charles Mitchell, the 
pugilist, was, to-day, convicted on a charge 
of recently assaulting an old man named 
Savage, and was sentenced to two months' 
imprisonment with hard labor. He took 
an appeal and applied for bail. On 
technical grounds the magistrate refused to 
allow admission to bail before to-morrow, 
and in the meantime Mitchell was sent to 
gaol. During his trial Mitchell was vio 
leutly abusive. He called the detectivi 
who testified against him a liar, and whei 
he was accused of repeated ucts of rowdy 
ism, shouted his denials in the prisoner's 
dock. His lawyer opposed the testimony 
given against Mitchell, contending that 
Mitchell had abandoned his old haunts, had 
stopped drinking and was trying to lead a 
reputable life. When Mitchell was sen 
fenced lie became abusive, but was ignored 
by the Court, and was led away still talk 
ing of bis wrongs and his respectability, 

UNFOET U.N* ATE VENEZ UE LA. 

Important Contradictory Statements Tub 
lished. 

La OtJAVAitA, Oct. 7. — Excitement is 
high here. U. S. Consul Hanna has been 
unsuccessfully ii red on from the guns of tho 
Venezuela warship while on a visit to 
Macuto in a private boat. Macuto has 
been the scene of several sanguinary en 
gagements which ended in the defeat of the 
Government forces by the Crespists. Navy 
surgeons rendered good services during the 
fight in giving attention to tho wounded. 
Considerable courage was exhibited by 
them in the exercise of their mission, as 
they were placed in a most dangerous 
position. Public feeling runs strongly 
against the United States. 

New York, Oct. 7- — The report pub 
lished this morning of a battle between the 
Government forces of Venezuela ami the 
revolutionists under Gen. Crespo at Los 
Teques is declared untrue by the Ven- 
ezuelan consul at this port. The consul 
says, however, there was a tight near the 
little town of Can and Acumare between 
the Government forces under Oen. Pulido, 
uncle of President Pulido, and Oen. Que- 
sada and Gen. Vegas, of Creapo's army. A 
cablegram from 1 'resident Pulido says the 
Government forces were triumphant. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7. — Admiral Walker 
lias notified the Navy Department from La 
Guaynra that, in a battle yesterday, the 
revolutionists obtained a complete victory. 
The State Department officials aay that 
nothing has been received from Consul 
Hanna. Admiral Walker's report says 
Creapo's forces occupied the town. The 
commanding general of the rebel forces was 
captured.

The Board of Directors of the Provincial 
Royal Jubilee Hospital held a meeting lust 
night in the Roard of Trade rooms. There 
were present Mr. Joshua Duvics in tho 
chair, and G. H. lirowu, C. Hayward, A. 
Wilson, W. M. Chudley, J. S, Yates, B, 
Gordon, J. Braden and G. Byrnes. 

A letter was read from Mr. Monteith, ad- 
ministrator of intestate estates, asking for 
some etlects belonging to Martin Bennett, 
who died out at the hospital curly in July. 
A committee was appointed to inquire iuto 
the mutter. 

A letter was also read from the Committee 
of Aldermen, appointed to confer with the 
Board regarding the establishing of an in- 
fectious disease hospital. This was received 
and tiled. 

Grace Mouut, matron of the hospital, ten- 
dered her resignation, to take clfcct one 
month from dale. Tabled. 

Some minor matters were then disposed 
of, and reports wero taken up. Tho resi- 
dent physician's report contained a number 
of suggestions for small changes and repairs, 
also a description of work dono recently. 
The number of pay patients wus reported 
on the increase, and the general condition 
of the institution as being good. 

This report was taken up, read and con- 
sidered by clauses. The various suggestions 
were nearly all referred to the committee of 
the month to investigate, actor report. 

A report of the matron regarding the 
condition of the nurse service wus referred 
to tho committee of the mouth. 

The report of the steward regarding the 
supplies for the month wus received and 
filed. 

The committee appointed to wait upon 
the City Council mude their report. The 
resolution passed by the Board that after 
this month no more infectious patients will 
be received, had been laid before tho Coun- 
cil. The Mayor said he thought this wus 
taking the Council ut rather short notice, 
und no conclusion was arrived ut, tho Coun- 
cil being left to deliberate upon the matter. 
Tho result of this was to lie embodied in a 
report which is yet to come. 

During the discussion with the Council 
the question was usked if the directors 
would soil to tho city any portion of their 
grounds? Also if the hospital directors 
would erect suitable buildings and tuko such 
cases in hand in future? 

This was discussed at length. Mr. 
Davies thought that with proper arrange- 
ments the hospital board could ukc 
charge of infectious cases in future in a 
more satisfactory manner than could be 
secured in any other way. The adjoining 
grounds could be obtained for tho proper 
buildings. 

Mr. Hayward— Some steps should be 
taken to hare a thorough understanding 
with the Council about the matter. 

Mr. Wilson — The committee appointed 
by the Board have met with tho committee 
from the Council and with the Council as a 
whole. They usked some questions and we 
answered them, and also gave them our 
ideas us to the feelings of the Board. They 
took time to reply to this and their report 
is still to reach us. 

Further discussion followed, and the old 
committee, with the addition of Mr. Hay- 
ward and Mr. Gordon, was instructed to 
meet the Council committee on Monday 
next for further conference. 

The Treasurer's report was then read. 
This set forth the various items of running 
peoses and the salary lists, The report 
was approved and the amounts ordered 
puid. 

A letter from Mrs. McTuvish regarding 
the proposed Charity Bull on the 20th inat. 
was read and filed. 

An oiler was received from Mr. F. Victor 
Austin to arrange for a concert to be given 
for the benefit of the hospital, in connection 
with the Ladies' Auxiliary, or in any way 
satisfactory to the directors. On motion 
thD wus referred to the Ladies' Auxiliary, 
with power to act us they think best. 

The resignation of Miss Mouut was then 
taken up und discussed. 

Mr. Wilson— The matron has worked al- 
most double time until she is about run 
down; some steps should be taken to see 
that she is duly remunerated for her extra 
labor. 

Mr. Gordon -This resignation should take 
the same course us the others, and the 
amount which will be satisfactory to Miss 
Mouat ascertained. On motion it was re- 
ferred to the committee of the month, to 
report. 

On motion of Mr. Hayward, seconded by 
Mr. \\ ilson, a cordial vote of thanks was 
extended to Mr. John Deans for the sug- 
gestion made by him that the refund of the 
improvement taxes be applied by the 
citizens for the benefit of the hospital, and 
for his successful efforts in that direction.

VENEZUELAN REVOLUTIONISTS. 

The Ministers Have Abandoned tho (lovcrn 
incut to the Insurgents. 

Washington, Oct. 7.— Confirmation of 
tho report that a decisive battle had taken 
place between tho government forces and 
those of tho revolutionary party in Venez- 
uela, was not received at the Navy depart- 
ment until to-day. Early this morning a 
dispatch came to .Secretary Tracy, frum 
Hear Admiral Walker, commanding tho 
United States vessels in Venezuelan waters 
suying : "It is reported that an engagement 
has taken place resulting in the total defeat 
of tho Government and the capture of the 
Venezuelan Commander-in-Chief, near Car- 
acas. Tho revolutionists will occupy Cara- 
cas to-morrow." This message was dated 
at LaGuayra, and came to the Navy Depart- 
ment 24 hours after it was tiled. 
Shortly after camo another dis- 
patch. This was also dated LaGuayra 
lust night und read as follows : " Presidont 
and Venezuelan Ministry have abandoned 
Venezuela ; revolutionists successful." 
Neither despatch contained any mention 
of the report that United States Consul 
Hanna was tired on by a Venezuelan war- 
ship at Macuto, and it is believed in official 
circles that the report is not true. 

An official of the Navy Department laid 
this afternoon : "With two United States 
vessels near by, the Venezuelans would not 
have dared to tire on our flag. They could 
not hope to cope wit li our vessels, and if an 
engagement had taken place, the small guns 
of the Chicago would have been sufficient to 
quickly silence the Venezuelan craft." 

The United States has two vessels, the 
Chicago and the Ke.irsage, in the harbor of 
La Gaayra, and another vessetfthe Concord, 
is within a day's eusy sailing. The Chi- 
cago and the Concord are two new vessels 
and are roughly i quipped for warfare, so 
there is no fear felt in official circles, that 
the interests of this country will not be 
well proteoted. Germany and Italy are 
each represented by oiio war ship at I. a 
Guayra.
